Friday. 
The Pipers (264)) will play 
Stratford (27-4) at 4:30 
Friday in Lubbock Municipal 
Coliseum on the Texas Tech 
University Campus. Strat­ 
ford (Dist. I) beat Memphis 
(Dist. 2), 48-46, Tuesday night 
in a Bi-District game played 
in Dumas. 
The Pipers struggled with 
Baird for about 12 minutes 
before they began to pull 
away. Although the Pipers 
never trailed the Bears in the 
early going, the Bears kept 
pulling within one point until 
late in the second period 
when the Pipers moved out to 
a six-point lead at half-time. 
Hamlin pushed their lead 
up to 13 points by the end of 
the third period, with it 
hovering around ll points 
much of the time. Although 
the Pipers appeared to be in 
control of the contest, the 
tension of the Hamlin fans 
reflected the fact that in the 
past two games the Pipers 
have blown similar leads and 
had to setUe for one-point 
victories. 
But this was not the case in 
Anson Tuesday night as the 


Coach Keith Barrick’s squad 
began to pick up the tempo 
and outscored the Bears 27-13 
in the final quarter. Taking 
full advantage of their speed 
and quickness, the Pipers 
outscored the Bears 20-4 in 
three and half minutes 
before Coach Barrick sent in 
his subs. 


After a rather slow start, 
Delbert Thompson poured in 
15 points in the second half to 
lead the Pipers scoring at­ 
tack for the night with 23 
points. He also was credited 
with seven assists and ll 
rebounds.

Shoutout the doctor have 
said bow much snow a man 
should shovel before he 
violates a proper lifestyle? 
There arc a lot of snow-bound 
people in the country needing 
to know. 
In fact, to make this bad- 
health tax fair for everybody, 
the doctor ought to get 


Congress to enact a lifestyle 
Law which says that if a man 
follows the prescribed health 
rules he ought to live to a 
certain age, say 75, and if he 
falls short tax him on prima 
facie evidence of having lived 
the wrong way. Any doctor 
who fails to qualify could be 
taxed double.
